He topraffe Apple trees, Peare trees, 
mince trees, and Medler trees. 
'F Hei graffe the Peare graffe,on other Peare ſtockes, and 
Apple, vpon Apple ſtocke, Crabbe oz CAyldyng ſtocke, 
the Quince and Medler, vppon the white Thozne,but moſt 
commonly thei vſe to graffe one Apple vppon an other, and 
bothe Peares and Qutuces , thei graffe on YYawthozne and 
Crabbe ſtocke , An other kinde of fruite called in Frenche, 
Saul ſay, thei vſe to graffe on the Aillowe ſtocke , the maner 
thereof is harde to doe, whiche J haue not ſeene,therefoze J 
will let paſſe at this pꝛeſent. 
The grafſyng of greate Cherie. 
T Heigraffe the greate Cherie, called in Frenche Heaul- 
miers, vpon the Crabbe ſtocke, and an other long Cherie 
called Guymers, vppon the wilde oz ſower Cherie tree, and 
like wiſe one Cherie vpon an other. 
To graffe CMeadlers, 
TCE Milple oꝛ Medlar, thei maie bee graffed on other 
Medlars, oʒ on white Thozne: the Quince is graffzd on 
the white oz blacke Thoꝛne, and thei doe pꝛoſper well. J haue 
graffed ( ſaieth he) the Quince vpon a wilde eare ſtocke. and 
it hach taken and boꝛne fruite well and good, but thei will not 
lang endure. I belene(ſateth he) it was becauſe that the graffe 
was not able enough to dꝛaw the ſapp from the Peare ſtock, 
Some graffe the Medlar on the Quince, to bee greate. And 
it is to be noted, although the ſtocke and the graffe be of con- 
trarie natures: yet not withſtandyng, neither the Graffe no2 
Scutchin, hall take any parte ofthe nature ofthe wilde ſtock 
ſo graffed, though it bee JPeare, Apple, oꝛ Quince, whiche is 
contrarie againſt many whiche haue written, that if ye graffe 
the Medlar vpon the Quince tree thei ſhalbe without ſtones, 
F. ij. whiche 
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whiche is abuſion and mockerie. Fo2 J haue (ſaieth he) pꝛo- 
ued the contrarie my ſelf.
